SAN FRANCISCO (S p ecial) — 
Shrinking the P a c ific to “one- 
seventh of its former size,” the 
China Clipper Ship of the Pan 
American Airways, carrying the first 
scheduled trans-Pacitic airmail, is 
making history on its inaugural 
flight that links America and the 
Far East by air. 
Only 40 seconds after Captain 
Edwin C. Musick taxied into posi­ 
tion and gunned the roaring 800- 
horsepower engines, the great ship 
lifted its 25% tons cleanly from San 
Fraucisco Bay and headed towards 
Honolulu—2,400 miles away. From 
this point it will go to Shanghai, 
stopping at Midway, Wake, Guam 
and Manila. This 8,500-mile trip will 
take only one-seventh of the time re­ 
quired by the fastest steamships. 
Offi ials of the company declared 
that no passengers would be carried 
untii a few trips with nmil had been 
completed. It v..; .»ointed out that 
although pftsi-;:: 
might be flown 
in perfect saf>i> at this time, it Is 


merely part of the company’s policy 
that no passengers are to be carried 
until a route has been open for a 
length of time. 
This flight culminates nearly four 
years of planning, development and 
research during which time the re­ 
sources of the best minds in the avia­ 
tion industry were brought to bear 
on the gigantic problem of making 
scheduled trips between San Fran­ 
cisco and China. 
Early this year, the Steamer 
North Haven left thie country to 
establish airports of call and a 
complete radio communications sys­ 
tem.
